2. Claims 1-23 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner *s statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to disclose an apparatus as well as method for energizing a fluorescent lamp in a power 
saving manner with respective to an environment light by con5)rising at least one light sensor 
electrically connected to an electronic ballast circuit so that electrical power apphed at a plurality 
of fluorescent lamp terminals can be proportionally modified in relationship to the ambient light 
received by the at least one hght sensor, and a plurality of switches that are electrically 
connected in one-to-one corresponding relationship to a pluraUty of resistive loads, wherein the 
plurality of switches and the electrically connected to plurality of resistive loads are the 
electronic ballast circuit so that the electrical power apphed at the pluraUty of fluorescent lamp 
terminals can be set at a plurality of predetermined Ughting levels as required in claims 1 and 15. 

4. The remaining dependent claims are allowable for at least above reason. 

5. The prior art made of record and not reUed upon is considered pertinent to appUcants'

discloses all limitation required in claim invention.
